cular areas m akes the report far 
more 
than 
the 
result of mere 
guess-work. 
The total n um ber of big gam e 
an imals in the 148 n ation al fo r­ 
ests is placed at 1,163,141, which 
represen ts an approx im ate in crease 
of 40 per cen t sin ce 1926. 
This 
in crease was n ot a stead y on e, as 
the latest total was slightly lower 
than the 1931 figures. 
While most of the big gam e con ­ 
tin ue to be foun d in the n ation al 
forests, wild life is bein g grad ually 
in creased in certain sta te s un d er- 
protection an d plan n ed 
m an age­ 
m en t, it is d isclosed .
